Andrew  Mitchell  came  to  America  about  1753  and  was  employed  in  the  mercantile 
establishment  of  a  Mr.  David  McMurtrie  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  About  1760  he  moved 
to  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  where  he  engaged  in  merchandising.  Later  he  removed  to 
Ballston  Spa,  Albany  (now  Saratoga)  County,  N.  Y.,  where  he  farmed  what  was  known 
as  the  Old  Delavan  Farm.  On  Nov.  15  and  16,  1792,  he  bought  three  separate  parcels 
of  land  of  700  acres  each,  at  1400  pounds  sterling  in  Lot  No.  1  in  a  patent  granted 
to  Lewis  Morris  and  others  in  the  Mowhawk's  country  on  the  south  side  of  the  Mohawk 
River  ten  miles  above  Fort  Hunter  (recorded  in  Vol.  5:296-300  and  Vol.  10:35,  of 
Deeds,  Montgomery  County,  N.  Y.  Land  Records). 

About  1800,  he  moved  to  this  property  in  Montgomery  County  and  settled  at 
Spraker's  Basin,  N.  Y.,  where  in  1808  he  gave  the  land  on  which  the  Protestant 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  was  built.  The  family  cemetery  on  his  property  is  still  in 
existence. 

Andrew  Mitchell  was  commissioned  as  Second  Major  in  the  12th  Regiment  New  York 
State  Levies  and  Militia  on  Oct.  20,  1775*  This  regiment  was  commanded  by  Col. 

Van  Schoonoven  and  was  raised  in  what  was  known  as  the  Half  Moon  and  Ballston 
districts.  He  saw  much  active  service  during  the  Revolution.  On  May  21,  1777, 
he  sat  as  a  member  of  a  court-martial  of  which  Col.  Stephen  J.  Schuyler  was 
President.  The  Court  being  convened  by  order  of  Brig,  General  Ten  Broeck  (Vol. 
11:196-217),  Revolutionary  Manuscripts  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 

New  York).  He  was  reappointed  as  Major  on  June  23,  1778. 

In  1780,  he  was  selected  as  Town  Collector  of  Schenectady  and  was  made 
Supervisor  in  1785.  In  February  1791,  he  was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
in  1792  elected  a  member  of  the  New  York  Assembly  from  Saratoga  County  (History  of 
Saratoga  County). 

In  the  possession  of  Mr.  Donald  Campbell  of  Kendallville,  Ind.,  a  great-great- 
great  grandson  of  Andrew  Mitchell  in  the  Charles  Mitchell  line,  are  two  interesting 
original  letters  written  to  Andrew  Mitchell.  One  dated  "Closen,  Agust  ye  30th, 
1757"  from  his  father,  and  the  other  "Portsmouth  (England)  December  21st,  1757" 
from  his  brother  William.  Closen  was  the  name  of  the  family  property  in  Ayrshire.

Know  how  comming  to  your  Country  would  agree  with  one  of  my  Age  and  Especaly  as 
your  Mother  is  so  very  tender.  I  take  your  advice  very  kindly  and  houpe  you 
will  write  your  mind  in  every  Sircumstances  as  often  as  you  have  oportunity

me  as  often  as  opptunity  shall  answer  for  although  we  be  a  great  distance  from 
one  another  and  unaquainted  with  one  another  I  shall  always  be  happy  to  hear 
from  my  relations.  I  wrote  you  long  ago  informing  you  of  the  great  alterations 

that  have  bin  in  our  Fathers  family,  that  our  Father,  Mother  Jean  and  Alex - 

are  all  dead  some  years  ago  so  that  all  that  remains  of  family  in  this  countrie 
now  are  only  Margaret  Barbara  and  me,  you  may  easely  judge  that  the  loss  of  so 
maney  of  our  Relations  was  not  easy  for  me  to  bear  besides  sick  bed  expences 
and  funeral  charges  all  of  which  I  had  to  pay,  however  I  took  care  of  them  all 
while  alive  and  buried  them  all  in  a  very  desant  manner  although  I  was  not  very 
able  so  to  do  things  having  gon  rather  against  me  I  was  considerably  the  worst 
of  our  Brother  failing.  Our  Uncle  Andrew  Simpson  is  also  dead  some  time  agoa 
and  as  he  died  without  making  any  statement  and  leaving  no  children  behind  him 
I  am  well  informed  that  the  small  subject  he  left  by  the  law  of  this  countrie 
fals  to  be  Equaley  divided  amongst  the  three  Eldest  children  then  alive  of  his 
sisters  so  of  corse  you  have  a  reight  to  one  third  of  his  Subject  Andrew  Heslop 
who  you  know  is  the  eldest  son  of  one  of  the  sisters  has  his  third  and  bought 

up  Mrs.  Gilmores  third  the  other  sister  and  he  has  got  himself  in - in 

the  Subject  and  being  noe  in  possession  does  with  it  as  he  pleases  I  know  that 
he  has  been  offering  to  sell  it  I  believe  he  is  making  himself  very  happy  in 
the  thoughts  that  you  will  never  trouble  your  self  about  it  or  call  him  to  any 
account  it  is  very  treu  the  Subject  is  but  small  but  if  sold  will  bring  ten  or 
fifteen  ponds  sterling  to  each  of  you  as  to  what  he  gives  Mrs.  Gilmore  I  think 
it  a  pretty  he  should  get  live  to  keep  the  whole  and  am  in  hopes  that  small  as 
it  is  you  will  think  it  worth  the  looking  after  it  before  this  time  and  I  think 
that  the  sooner  you  do  so  the  better  you  know  that  I  can  do  nothing  in  it 
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without  your  orders  or  I  would  have  looked  after  it  before  this  time  as  it 
cannot  cost  much  expences  I  therefore  think  that  you  should  impower  some  person 
to  do  for  you  if  you  chus  to  impower  me  I  shall  do  the  best  I  can  for  your 
interest  as  you  shall  either  in  disposing  or  or  any  other  way  you  think  proper 
but  such  powers  I  am  informed  must  be  wrote  by  your  own  hand  and  siend  by  two 
of  your  present  Magistrates  as  Witnes  but  these  things  you  know  better  about 
than  I  do.  I  have  nothing  more  to  write  you  this  time  only  our  eldest  son 
Robert  has  learned  the  saddler  trade  he  has  brought  some  years  jurneyman  in 
this  part  of  the  countrie  and  has  now  been  in  London  for  sometime  geting  more 
insight  in  his  business  he  intends  going  abroad  in  a  short  time  and  my  wishes 
before  he  goes  to  hear  from  you  what  incouragement  are  for  saddlers  in  your 
place  or  what  place  you  would  revice  him  to  for  the  best.  Our  second  son  James 
is  learning  the  clock  and  watchmaker  trade  but  has  sometime  to  serve  yet,  our 
youngest  son  William  is  learning  to  be  a  silk  and  muslin  veaver,  please  let  me 
know  how  any  of  these  trades  will  answer  in  your  countrie  likewise  I  shall  be 
glad  to  know  what  kind  of  grain  your  land  produces  and  also  the  news  of  your 
countrie.  I  shall  conclude  this  by  letting  you  know  that  I  and  my  family  are 
all  well  at  present  Gareyhorn  and  family  are  all  well  to  whom  we  are  not 
mutch  oblidge  to  for  the  way  he  used  our  mother  after  our  Fathers  death  had  it 
not  been  for  me  she  had  ben  badly  off.  the  rest  of  our  Relations  hear  is  all 
well  so  far  as  I  know  and  hope  this  will  find  you  and  your  family  in  the  same 
also  Hugh  to  which  my  wife  jouns  in  offering  best  respects  and  in  wishing  them 
all  happiness  and  I  remain
